GOD  ! !  being  the  greatest ;  consequently,  commencing 
with  His  !  pre-eminent  Name  ;  is  “  in-keeping,”  to  apply  a 
Painter’s  technicality,  with  reverence  due,  sentimentally 
and  physically,  being  inseaprable  in  mortals,  until  a  return  § 
to  dust ;  from  which  the  sublunary  creature  is  produced. 
Hon.  sirs,  some  of  the  Gospel  Books,  commence  with  the 
writer’s  appellations,  John  and  other  Evangelists’,  and  Paul, 
etc.,  to  special  Communities  and  Timothy,  his  spiritual  son, 
Bishop  of  Ephesus  ;  whom  he  instructed  to  marry  ;  vide  1, 
Epistle,  3  C.  2  v. ;  hence  we  know  our  duty  to  ourselves 
and  God!  and  the  Human  Family,  and  rights,  4th  verse,  to 
a  house,  likewise,  and  reward  ;  “for  the  laborer  is  worthy  of 
of  his  hire,”  Christ’s  Word!  which  “shall  judge  all  on  the 
last  day  equivalent  to  spiritual  and  corporial  Services  ; 
whether  National,  or  individual ;  hence,  again,  the  merit  of 
my  CLAIM  to  MONEY  and  a  WIFE  and  HOUSE  and 
Comforts  of  Life,  like  King  David,  the  Psalmist,  partly; 
not  being  crowned,  nor  covetous  of  the  honor  :  though  the 
THINGS!!!  due,  apart,  stated  before  in  epistles  and  herein 
so  that  I  may  not  labor  in  vain,  addressing  you,  Illustrious 
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Statesmen,  of  great  celebrity  in  the  two  Hemispheres  and 
connoiseurs  and  Patrons  of  the  Arts  and  Sciences,  prover¬ 
bial,  somewhat  ;  not  so  generally,  like,  perhaps,  due  ;  some 
of  mediocre  talents  being  over-rated,  others  of  gigantic,  un¬ 
der-valued  ;  however,  God  rewards,  “according  to  the  deeds 
done  in  the  body.” 

Not  being  the  first  Sabbath  I  handled  Pen  and  Pencil,  in 
lieu  of  performing  Sunday  journeys,  like  the  “Messiah!” 
in  the  land  I  visited,  in  1843,  and  which  was  once  the 
most  glorious  on  the  earth,  when  the  Israelites  were 
therein  in  their  glory,  under  King  David  and  other  Sover¬ 
eigns  ;  now  a  desolate  portion,  having  been  under  the  curse 
of  God :  since  the  crucifixion  of  Christ,  and  before  and  since 
I  sojourned  on  the  Lord’s  day  and  paid  bills,  a  thousand 
times,  in  America,  Europe,  Africa,  and  Asia ;  although  o- 
thers  were  gainers,  above  myself,  at  times.  Yet,  in  the 
principle  of  rotation  my  cause  is  current  and  anticipation  jus¬ 
tifiable  :  for  Monarchies  elevate  true  pretenders ;  conse¬ 
quently,  inspired,  even  the  possessed  of  genius,  Poets  and 
Painters,  and  skillful  Architects  and  Artisans,  with  aspirants 
of  limited  qualifications,  are  sure  of  Patronage  !  without  it, 
like  the  Lily  and  Pose,  for  the  want  of  Heavenly  dews  and 
reviving  showers,  fade  and  perish  ;  so  pre-eminent  Talent,  is 
inanimate  and  useless,  until  sustained,  rewarded  and  excited 
into  vitality,  to  shine  and  illuminate,  and  like  dying  embers 
and  extinguishable  lamps,  are  resuscitated  by  seasonable  at¬ 
tendance,  separable  from  procrastination  advantageous  to 
approximating  humanity  and  objects  conducive  to  terrres- 
tial  happiness. 

Some  of  my  Heroic  Poem,  was  written  on  Sunday,  of 
which  many  copies  I  distributed  gratuitously,  (and  lost  600 
of  the  5th  edition,  through  a  printer,  N.  Y,  city,)  albiet  some 
of  the  prior  editions  were  indifferently  executed,  in  the  print¬ 
ing  and  binding  and  on  inferior  quality  of  paper,  for  the  want 
of  money.  “  Money  makes  the  pot  boil introducing,  log¬ 
ically,  this  maxim,  admissable,  though  not  very  poetical,  yet 
of  conclusive  designation :  acquired  in  many  thousand  in¬ 
stances  in  domestic  life,  much  more  in  general  journeys,  pri- 
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Tately  and  on  public  affairs,  on  terra  firma  and  rivers,  lakes 
and  high  seas. 

Hon.  Sirs,  “  The  wicked  shall  not  live  out  half  their  days” 
and  “rather  that  ninety  nine  guilty  persons  escape  than  one, 
who  is  innocent,  suffers,”  so  precise  is  the  Justice  of  the 
Eternal  God !  summed  up  to  disprove  the  advocacy  of  per¬ 
secution  ;  which,  in  the  abstract,  is  injustice  and  irrationali¬ 
ty  to  the  dishonor  of  God  and  man. 

Knowledge  having  increased,  no  marvel  for  triumphs  in 
the  highest  positions ;  unparalleled  in  preceding  eras ;  pre- 
ponderation  to  pinicles  of  superior  altitude.  The  virtues  of 
Michael  Angelo  d’Buenoreti,  Raphael,  David,  Murillo,  Ru¬ 
bins,  Reynolds,  and  West;  Painters,  in  their  day,  of  the 
greatest  fame ;  with  Poets  contemporaneous  and  at  present 
flourishing,  to  a  degree ;  concentrating  in  a  being,  of  simi¬ 
lar  component  parts,  to  exaltation  to  due  meridian,  than  en¬ 
dowment  to  demonstration,  of  any  one  individual,  hereto¬ 
fore  :  no  marvel,  I  rehearse  the  sentiment,  on  plurality  of 
Professions  being  persued  by  aj  genuine  wise-acre,*  psudo 
substitudes  abound,  ad  infinitum;  hence  par  virtues  are  in 
disrepute,  “yet  the  tree  is  known  by  its  fruit.” 

“  This  day  a  great  man  has  fallen,”  exclaimed  the  great¬ 
est  Sovereign  of  his  time,  who  was  beneath  himself,  having 
been  a  Prophet,  likewise;  on  whom  the  inferior  was  depen¬ 
dent  ;  the  reverse  has  resulted  were  the  two  Callings,  were 
not  inherited,  or,  obtained  by  dispensation  from  the  Source 
of  Wisdom!  formerly  Monarchs  were  anointed  by  Proph¬ 
ets,  which  practice  ceased  with  the  Prophetical  Dispensa¬ 
tion.  And  Dynasties  are  more  on  a  level  in  the  succession 
of  Chief  Magistrates,  under  the  Throne  of  Supremacy  ! 
Our  Country  is  favored  equal,  many  profound  Deploma- 
tists  judge,  above  all  beside,  in  organization  of  the  Govern¬ 
ment  :  the  Constitution  constituting  every  Citizen  on  the 
same  precinct,  until  elevated  by  Wisdom!  and  influential, 
accordingly;  for  “ knowledge  is  power.”  Thus  Washing¬ 
ton  became  a  contemporary  Ruler,  with  the  Crowned  Heads 
of  other  Countries,  and  his  Successors,  with  the  inheritors 
of  Sceptres  of  Royalty  and  other  Republics’  elected  Presi¬ 
dents,  unto  the  present  Incumbent ;  under  obligations  to 
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fulfil  the  sentiments  of  the  Document,  transmitted  by  prim¬ 
itive  Philanthropists  and  Patriots,  sealed  with  the  blood  of 
our  kindred;  denominated  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States  ;  to  transmit  the  Independence,  achieved  ;  inviolate, 
to  remote  ages,  for  the  comfort  and  happiness  of  the  de¬ 
scendants  of  the  first  settlers  and  strangers  adopting  this 
Land  for  their  home. 

On  the  principle  of  the  Constitution,  granting  “all  men 
to  be  free  and  equal,”  justification  is  conceded,  addressing, 
and  by  precidence  became  my  duty,  to  the  attainment  of 
priviledges  and  obtainment  of  remuneration,  for  SERVI¬ 
CES!!!!  ten  years  since,  rendered  and  submitting,  again, 
the  previous  Proposition  of  Compromise ;  to  wit.  accep¬ 
tance  of  advance  Money  for  works  in  the  “  Divine  Art  of 
Painting  National  historical,  Civil,  or,  Marshall-field,  de¬ 
partments;  or,  Full  Payment  for  Original,  Oil,  Paintings, 
already  Executed  :  in  the  last  branch,  "W ashington,  in  mili¬ 
tary  acoutrement  and  “  tented-field Sunlight,  near  meri¬ 
dian  altitude,  effect — with  his  white  horse  and  groupe  of 
subordinate  Officers,  intermediate  to  the  encampment  of  his 
Army ;  3  by  5  ft.,  sublime,  very  picturesque,  glorious  in  col¬ 
ours  :  although  of  greater  value  to  the  one.,  bust-size,  by 
Peal,  for  which  the  Nation  paid  $3,000,  to  adorn  the  Senate 
Chamber  with,  at  a  similar  Price,  or,  more  Liberal,  if  the 
Senate  please.  Or,  a  materially  superior,  in  the  principles 
and  mysteries  of  the  Fine  Arts  and  higher  National  value; 
being  the  memorable  engagement  and  last  battle  with  our 
Trans- Atlantic  competitors — entitled,  “The  Battle  of  New 
Orleans,”  which  transpired  on  the  8th.  proximo,  thirty-six 
years  ago.  A  generation  and  a  few  years  have  passed  a- 
way  in  Foreign  Amical  Relations,  which  peaceful  and 
friendly  intercourse  may  be  perpetuated  by  Just  Legislation; 
consequently  my  sanguine  expectations  of  Patronage,  at 
least,  if  not  a  Generous  Appropriation.  This  chief-d’ouvre 
Production,  is  the  3rd.  of  the  subject,  witli  revisions  and  ad¬ 
ditions  ;  the  2nd.  being  similar  size  and  1st.  14  by  22  ft. 
seameless,  at  an  expense  of  $53,  with  rent  and  incidental  ex¬ 
penses  while  engaged  upon  it  and  to  transport  it  to  the  Na¬ 
tional  Capital :  where  I,  previously,  proceeded  to,  risking  my 
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life,  crossing  the  Susquehanna,  during  an  ice  flood,  in  mid¬ 
winter,  to  procure  the  portrait  of  Gen.  Adaire,  Senator  from 
Kentucky ;  who  was  second  in  command  and  opposite  whose 
division,  the  British  commander  fell  and  of  whom  no  Prints 
were  published,  like  of  Gen.  Jackson,  the  President  of  the 
Republic ;  with  whom  I  had  an  interview,  at  one  of  his  le¬ 
vees,  advantageous  to  represent  him,  from  the  best  authority, 
extant,  in  this  composition  of  the  Polite  Arts.  At  the  Cap¬ 
ital  of  the  glorious  Union !  it  was  viewed  by  members  of  the 
Senate  and  others;  although  unfinished  manifested  the  Tri¬ 
umph,  on  a  surface  too  limited,  yet  too  long,  for  one  of  the 
nitches,  for  which  I  intended  it,  should  I  have  succeeded  to 
the  Patronage  and  it  had  been  the  proper  size,  nevertheless, 
I  proposed  to  finish  it,  on  canvas  the  dimensions  of  the  ap¬ 
propriate  place.  Congress  contemplated  to  select  similar 
events  to  them  of  Paintings  there,  then,  by  the  late  Trum¬ 
bull,  for  $32,000,  and  have  since  employed  four  different  Ar¬ 
tists,  at  $10,000,  respectively,  half,  per  custom  in  the  whole 
world — in  hand — with  the  guarentee  of  the  baflance  when 
the  Productions  were  completed.  Three  of  which  I  saw,  a 
few  years  since,  in  their  destined  places  and  the  fourth  which 
the  late  Inman,  had  committed  to  him  and  therefor  received 
above  half  pay  out  of  the  Treasury,  without  a  commence¬ 
ment  thereof,  to  his  death,  I  believe,  is  yet  wanted  ;  his  suc¬ 
cessor  proceeded  to  Paris  to  fulfil  the  order. 

Having  been  thus  ample  in  disseminations  to  display  illu- 
cidations  of  events  and  accessory  acts,  in  connection,  I  re¬ 
sume  the  communication  further  of  my  engagements  on 
this  Picture  and  appropriations  of  Money,  when  I  had  funds 
in  the  two  Banks,  at  the  Capital  of  this  Commonwealth, 
contiguous  to  which  I  am  a  native,  hailing  from  the  Cave 
Farm,  on  the  banks  of  the  “  Swatara  and  Susquehanna,’’ 
without  including  my  time,  upwards  of  $300  were  used  on 
the  three  Pictures.  The  first  has  been  mis-laid  in  Philadel¬ 
phia,  second  pledged  at  Tammany  Hall,  N.  Y.  while  I  was 
unwell  there,  for  room  rent  and  the  third,  with  others  and 
Box  of  Stereotype  Plates,  of  my  Treatise  on  Poetry  and 
Painting,  Ileft  on  Lake  Erie  ;  not  having  arrived  the  day  of 
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my  departure,  by  rail  road  and  burning  of  the  steamer 
Griffith,  with  the  loss  of  250  persons:  for  New  York  City, 
where  I  received  a  letter  on  the  subject,  from  Sandusky,  O., 
apprising  me  of  having  sent  them  to  Buffalo,  in  compliance 
to  my  request,  to  which  office  I  wrote,  accordingly  and  from 
whence  I  can,  doubtless,  procure  the  effects.  The  Painting 
is  the  most  wonderful  and  valuable,  being  unequalled  on 
terra  firma:  in  the  Marshall-field  of  Painting;  from  the  des¬ 
cription  of  the  signal  event,  by  the  late  Maj.  Eaton,  under 
the  auspices  of  the  chief  commander,  while  his  private  sec¬ 
retary.  In  conformity  with  my  promise  and  knowledge,  be¬ 
ing  conversant  with  the  Master  Pieces  of  the  former  eras 
and  present,  I  pass  the  conclusion,  to  present  it,  should  it  be 
paralleled,  by  any  other,  in  the  same  department,  in  juxto 
position. 

European  Sovereigns  and  wealthy  Americans,  need  not 
procure  the  services  of  copyists,  to  furnish  duplicates,  at  800 
and  <£1,000;  in  cases,  bad  ones,  from  indifferent  originals ; 
but  extend  Patronage  to  me,  an  Artist  of  indubitable  Inspi¬ 
ration,  by  consequence,  of  Inspired  Poems  and  Pictures, 
many  of  the  latter  being  extant,  and  my  Heroic  Poem,  “Life 
of  the  Messiah !  ”  has  been  commended  above  all  other 
Poems,  viz.  “genuine,”  “unique  and  highly  wrought  Stan¬ 
zas  of  much  beauty  and  power :  ”  and — 

“  ’Tis  thine  great  Bard,  to  chain  the  heart, 

In  boundless  rapture,  with  the  Art — 

Of  Painting — Raphael  f  tri’d  in  vain  ; 

To  forge  for  men,  so  bright  a  chain. 

Messiah’s  praise  as  by  thee  sung, 

Will  live  till  ev’ry  harp  ’s  unstrung. 

Things  lost  on  earth,  have  life  elsewhere  , 

Thus  thy  genius,  bright  and  rare  : 

Endow’d  with  more  than  earthly  lore, 

Will  live  when  time  shall  be  no  more. 
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“  Dear  Bard!  thy  meditations  are; 

Manifesting  genius  rare — 

Yea,  graphic  Pictures  of  real  life, 

In  ev’ry  part — in-keeping — rife  ; 

Brilliant  colours  and  glowing  tint,

the  judgement  through  a  Jury — for  part  of  my  part  of  the 
Jackson  Democrat,  we  published  in  1826:  to  Jackson,  Van 
Buren  and  Polk,  trio-hickory1  s  elevation,  at  my  loss  of  near¬ 
ly  $1,000  ;  who  patronised  Artists  of  no  Inspiration.  Lo ! 
what  is  Greenough’s  Washington,  near  the  Capitol,  to  some 
of  my  Washingtons,  in  vivant  tints  and  carnations  and  his 
groupe  about  importing  for  $20,000  and  demanding  more, 
to  my  Battle  of  New  Orleans,  I  offer,  now,  at  $7,000 — 

Verily  all  the  elite, 

In  my  favor,  will  decide. 

Just  couplet  coupe  d’plume. 

Honorable  Sirs,  And  Europe’s  example  should  have  been 
dictation  to  some  of  our  Presidents,  whom  I  knew,  person¬ 
ally,  while  in  power,  to  have  purchased  my  Productions  ;  ere 
mis-laid,  pledged,  sacrificed,  and  left  on  my  hands  until  des¬ 
troyed.  To  the  display  of  Philantrophy  and  Patriotism  I 
was  entitled,  to  my  extrication  from  embarassment,  before 
several  were  summoned  to  their  account  at  the  Tribunal 
of  the  Just  Judge !  without  the  Credit  of  having  Patron¬ 
ised  me.

Since,  in  Paris,  an  artist  got  F’s.100,000,  from  the 
French  government,  for  two  cabinet  size  paintings  and  one 
in  London  £7,000,  for  four,  similar  size — while  I  have  been 
refused  Money  and  Patronage  and  compelled,  often,  to  live 
on  dry  bread  and  water  for  the  irrational  persecution  ;  and 
1  sacrificed,  to  pay  rent,  Serving  the  Nation :  three  Sacred 
Paintings,  same  size  of  their’s,  in  comparison  worth  $100 
000  and  am  unrewarded  though  entitled  to  and  demanding 
National  and  State  Payment.  Always !  Liberal  Contri¬ 
butions  !  are  due.  “  Have  you  Contributed  unto  the  ne¬ 
cessities  of  the  SAINTS.”

The  Herald,  too  refusing,  consequent¬ 
ly  is,  thus ,  here,  submitted. 

Having  been  apprised  by  a  gentleman,  in  a  high  Profes¬ 
sion,  yesterday,  of  the  editorial  in  the  Sunday  Times  ;  I 
hastened  to  procure  a  copy  and  was  surprised  at  the  rude¬ 
ness  of  the — trio — party,  editors  and  proprietors,  including 
a  Lady,  at  the  head ;  probably  leading  the  van,  like  front 
ranks  of  an  Army,  to  combat ;  which,  in  tiiis  instance,  was 
romantic,  Quixotical ;  for  it  is  well  known  that  I  am  a 
Messenger  of  Peace!  consistent  like  grinding  mills,  of  for¬ 
mer  times  and  still  in  vogue  abroad,  of  which  I  had  occular 
demonstration,  on  the  Mediteranean,  of  the  similar  ones,  to 
the  one  Don  Quixotte,  like  aledged,  however,  rode  against, 
on  his  wild  charger ;  *  whether  equal,  or  inferior  to  the  horse 
Gen.  Jackon  is  represented  on,  as  in  the  effusion  in  question, 
in  the  “  Times,”  I  am  not  prepared  to  decide  ;  though  that 
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their  ebullition  of  sophistry  and  libellous  sentiments  were  un- 
requisite  ;  rather  the  MONEY!  I  demanded,  verbally,  for 
my  unequalled  marshall-field,  National  historical  Picture! 
of  the  “Battle  of  New  Orleans,”  3  by  5  ft.  with  the  copy¬ 
right,  enduring  40  years,  yet  and  the  $500  for  the  third  of 
my  Celebrated  composition  of  “Christ  Preaching  and  Heal- 
ing  Diseases,”  11  by  22  ft.  containing  101  life  size  figures  ; 
according  to  the  “Card,”  you  was  pleased  to  insert — “in¬ 
duced  gratuitously  to  publish,”  like  proclaimed  in  the 
Times,  though  I  imposed  on  you,  thus  an  errant-fool ,  per 
summed  up  by  this  psudo-knowing-party,  notwithstanding 
ExPresident,  (Bryant,  Esq.  Ed.  Ev.  P. )  of  the  former  Art 
Union  and  superior  editor  :  like  my  efforts  to  practice  impo¬ 
sition  on  the  credulous  community,  charged  with,  in  the  libel¬ 
lous  editorial. 

I  produced  celebrity  at  the  expense  of  a  Fortune  of  3,000 
dollars  ;  partly,  appropriated  on  Gallery  Paintings  ;  towards 
$1,000  on  the  “  Christ  Preaching  and  Healing  Diseases,” 
with  which  I  made  my  entree,  to  the  Public,  in  1831,  when 
it  was  visited  by  Artists,  conoisures  and  talented  Editors  and 
others  and  commended,  in  various  ways  and  in  the  columns 
of  the  papers,  and  kthat  it  was  the  greatest  Master  Piece, 
under  all  considerations,  extant,”  &c.  “that  it  evinced  an  in¬ 
dubitable  high  order  of  genius  and  very  forcibly  illustrated 
the  texts  of  Scripture,  &c.  and  “many  of  the  heads  are  fine¬ 
ly  executed ;”  with  other  enconiums,  yet,  existing.  Thus 
the  polite  Profession  in  which  Michael  Angelo  and  Raph¬ 
ael;  Titian  and  Rubins  and  others,  then,  and  David  and 
West,  with  colleagues,  were  Stars!  cost  me  my  money! 
which  is  invested  in  genius,  “  geniusin  difficulty, ’according 
to  their  caption  and  my  honorable  efforts  to  retrieve  my  ex¬ 
pended  Capital!  to  the  people’s  good  and  glory  of  GOD!! 
is  counteracted,  by  these  rash  writers  ;  however,  attempted, 
like  charged  herein. 

At  the  time  I  presented  the  property,  Picture,  aforesaid, 
at  the  instance  of  a  Rev.  Pastor,  of  one  of  the  most  numer¬ 
ous  Congregations,  Lutheran,  in  the  place ;  he  addresssd  me 
a  grateful  Letter,  acknowledging  the  Donation  and  of  being 
too  poor  to  pay,  “  for  the  costly  and  beautiful  present,”  pas¬ 
sed  a  Portrait  print  of  Dr.  M.  Luther,  with  a  Copy  of  the 
Government  of  their  Denomination,  into  my  hands  and 
stating  that  the  Schools,  greatly  rejoiced. 

The  principle  of  Perspective  diminishes  objects,  though 
the  Junto — report  the  reverse,  that  a  few  “  cotton  bales,”  at 
a  remotes  distance,  were  like  Pyramids  ;  while,  in  fact,  they 
are  in  the  first  and  middle  distances,  only,  visible  and  repre¬ 
sented  embedded  in  the  clay  of  the  fortification.

ries,  when  in  the  fulfilment  of  an  Oriental  Tour  and  con¬ 
sidered  a  Person,  peculiar!  being  the  Gospel  term,  though 
enemies’ lingo,  is,  “eccentric,”  “crazy,”  &c.  The  Patriarch 
Noah,  was  declared  mad,  by  the  Infidels,  before  the  Deluge ; 
whether  the  first  party  of  the  Firm,  aforesaid,  is  a  lineal  de¬ 
scendant,  I  am  ignorant  of,  like  they  of  the  merits  of  the 
Greatest  Works  of  Art,  in  our  glorious  Country. 

To  sum  up,  I  am  constituted  a  Creditor  to  the  amount 
of  $1,000,  at  least ,  to  the  three  editors — sodality — of  the 
“  Sunday  Times,”  for  voluntary  and  uncalled  defamations , 
in  a  sang  froid  style,  to  pass  a  jeu  d' esprit,  at  my  expense 
and  outrage  on  the  Public!  which  I  expect,  immediately, 
without  recourse  to  Prosecution.
